A Yrntly MSbMBt Story From Weylar** 
CcMoralilp DUp»t«hM. 

r.osToN, March •>:>.— Thu Standard 
puhlislicK a letter from C-iptain C. S. B. 
Valeros, a menil)er of the per,sonal stuff 
of Maximo Gomez iu the Unban patriot 
army. The letter was written to Mr. 
N. B. Johnstone of New Haven, Conn., 
with whom Captain Valeros became in- 
timate while at Yale coUe^'e, and was 
smuggled throuf,'h the Spanish lines to 
Havana and forwarded to New York. 
The letter is dated March (i, aud says in 
port: 

"It has been a most tiying exixnienee 
through which I have pa,sse(l during ilie 
lost 80 days; blood, blood, Mood and 
blood again, ovorywhere. No less than 
■ix of our headquai ters' mess have (,'ono 
to their eternal rest since my la.si to 
yon— ttU killed with their faces to the 
foe. 

"Cespedes, one of the general's per- 
sonal wonts, who brought our last dis- 
patches, after paying a visit to Havana, 
bad a hard tune getting through the 
Spanish lines and was twice held up 
and put through the severest qnestiou- 
ing. All this time the dispatches wer(f 
in his Btockiugs, but bis coolness and 
ready wit saved him. The passwoi-d 
was changed before he passed the ontur 
line and he waited till dark and made a 
rush rather than take chances of fnr> 
ther explanations. 

"One week ago a scout of the gen- 
eral's was wavlaid aud mm-dered by a 
gang of cut throats, as you Yankees 
would term them, and vsiuable pajH- s 
secured and sold to Spanish Authorities. 
One of tiie pajiers lust has worried the 
general a nood deal, as it related to n 
ship load of aiumunitioii expected a few 
days later aom Texas, and might eu- 
able the enemy to cai)tiue it. 

"We have marched anil eounter- 
mwehed ovtu- 4(H) miles of territory ilie 
past two months, have met the eiieicy 
in dirt'erent times, 2S of whii h we ha .^; 
been successful. The severest of tlie e 
was on tlio railroail from Havana lo 
Mantanzas, in Havana province, al oi.; 
19 miles from the eapitol, the battle oi 
Morra del Key. Tlu^ enemy left )■ 
killed and ul wounded on the Ih'ld, nine 
of wliom were otlicers. CJeneral Cioni' z 
lost 13 killed and 31 wounded.

ated fully as great.

AUCA, Wis., March 8S.— An investi- 
gation concluded last night shows that 
the seven members of the Oldliou.se 
family, who were found dead in the 
ruins of their burned homo on the Gtli 
inst., were murdered. An inquest was 
hold at the time and a verdict of acci- 
dental death was returned. Yesterday 
the bodies were exhumed. It was 
found that two bullets had penetrated 
the skull of the father, that the moth- 
er's skull had been crushed aud that 
the head of one of theohildien had 

been crushed in. 

A levolvi r was found en the bed le ar 
tlie mother's side and a sliotj,'uii lay iie.ir 
the Ixiily of Mr. Oldlioiise, whose re- 
mains were found near the frmit win- 
dow. A fracture in the skull of one 
child was evidently made witli a ham- 
iiier which was fouiul near the body. 
There is no clew to the murderers. 
Only a small sum of numey was found 
in the house, althouKh Mr Oldhuuse 
had recently s(jld his farm aud the fam- 
ily was to liave started west on the day 
foUowing the fire.

It is said the Arm of Seiberling, Miller 
& Company of OoyleilOWIl, O., will

The plant was established early in the 
sixties as the Excelsior mower aud reao- 
er works. There was a failure iu tii>' 
seventies, but in 1894, the J. £. Seiber- 
liug eomiiany was organized with ii 
capital of ♦1,(X)0,000. The comp iny vms 
caught in the panic of lM»lt and ha- 
uever fully recovered from the shook. 
The compa ny employed 880 m en.

Washinoton, March 25. — Senator 
Hill's bill to remove the restrictious 
against the appointment, as officers of 
the army or navy, of persons who hold 
oommiflsious in the regular army or 
navy liefore the retiellion, and who sub- 
sequently took part in the war on tin' 
side of the Confederacy, which jiassed 
the senate dmiug tlie height of the ex- 
citement over the Venezuelan boundary 
question, passed the house y(>ster(lay 
after two hours' debate with but one 
dissenting vote, that of Mr. Boutelle of 
Maine. 

The Democrats, except Mr. Cummiugs 
of New Hampshii-e, who spoke, as he 
said, "as one w 800,000 northern Demo- 
crats who fought in the Union army," 
and Mr. Wilson of South Oarollna, who 
was drawn into the debate by Mr. Bou- 
telle, refrained entirely from participa- 
tion. Mr. Hull of Iowa, chairman of 
the military committee, who had charge 
of the bill, admitted that it would sub 
ser^■e no practical purpose, and was 
largely sentimental. Mr. Boutelle, who 
led the opposition single-handed, 
thought it would furnish a bad objei t 
lesson for naval and military cadets 
who were about entering on careers in 
the service of their country aud when 
he got warmed up to his subjettt called 
attention to the fact that many southern 
men in congress iu the past had ob- 
structed lef^islation in the interest of 
li iiion soldiers, dwelling particularly on 
the opiiosition to the retirement of Gen- 
eral (iraut. 

Mr. Crosvonor of (»hio and Mr. Grow 
of Peiiiisy Ivaiii.i, however, supported 
tlie bill arde- tly as a ^'r.i eful and gra- 
cious act to the vauquLshed, and when 
the vote was taken Mr. Boutelle alone 

Voted a;;ainst it. 

The bill considered Monday to abolish 
the tleatli jieiialty in certain ca.ses was 
passed. 

Hills were also passed to make the 
sale of spirituous liipiors under a false 
brand jiuiiisiiaMi' by line and iinprisi m- 
nieiit. to turn I iver tiie projierty 1 'f the 
Miirmon cliun h now in the bauds of a 
receiver to tli" tru-tees, and severol 
others of minor importance. 

Senate Proeeeiilnga. 

WASHiN(iri)s, .M.uvli '.i."). — Although 
the main Cuban re.solutions have been 
re<iommitt-ed to conference, the subject 
came up incidentally yesterday ou Mr. 
Mills' resolution for the forcible occupa- 
tion of the island of Cuba in order, to 
aid the Cubans in securing local self- 

govemment. Mr. Mills spoke for two 
ours in sumxirt of the resolution. He 
was nnspsHng in his arraignment of 
Cieneral Weyler as an "atrocious scoun- 
drel and villain," and in his recital <>f 
Spain's bloody reoord in the old aud 
new worlds. Mr. Mofgan also spok 
briefly in further support of the Cuban 
resolutions. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Morgan's re- 
marks Mr. Mills' resolution went to tho 
calendar and the senate resumed con- 
sideration of the legislative appropria- 
tion bill. 

The bill was completed with the ex- 
( eption of the items relating to coin- 
jiensation of district attorneys, mar- 
shals, commissioners, etc.

than !$.")0,000. The robbery was one of 
tho boldest ever perpetrated in this city. 
No arrests were made and Uie p(dioe aie 
at sea in the matter. 

At the time the robbery occurred 
Schrage was alone and it was some time 
Ixd'ijre he was discovere<l and the police 
uotitied. The valuables taken included 
^5,050 worth of Cook county and Chi- 
cago city bonds, mortgages amounting 
to |o,000, |9U0 in registered government 
bonds, $500 in currency and $100 in 
gold. 

The rid man Uves entirely alone auu 
has always km>t his money and securi- 
ties in a sara in a rear room in his 
house. It was a nmtter of common re- 
port that he was in the habit of oonnt- 
wg his mAuey every evening bef < ire 
olMing up Vs bouse for the night. T 1 1 e 
robbers were evidently aware of this 
habit of Schrage and timed their visa 
accordingly. 

Tho men gained an entrance to the 
house by pretending that they we; 
anxious to rent souie rooms and ; 
Sclira(,'e was showiug them throuKh ; i 
Ijouse they threw him to the ti ' . 
bound and gagged him. They did no; 
injure the old man to any extent, but 
threatened him mth death if ho ac- 
teuqited to make any uoise for at least 
half an hour after they had left the 

hou.x'. The police hav* not th« fhfaitest 

clew to the robbers.

In tiie tive years of life between the 
ages of L'n and '_'•") the mortality of untnar- 
rie<l men is 1,174 in lOO.(HK), and of mar- 
ried men only From L'.') to 30 tJie 
uimbers respectively are 1,390 and 865. 
These figures are derived from the death 
register of Scotland, but the jiroportion 
of the bachelor to the benedict death 
r.ite is believed to be about the same in 
this country.
